YOUR HEALTH 


By HERMAN N. BUXDESEN. M. D 


FEW disorders have more definite ~ 


symptoms than pylonc stenosis, a condi- 
tion which sometimes develops in infants 
between the second and tenth week of life. 


The baby, usually a boy. vomits re- 


peatedly and fails to gain weight, or even 
loses, sometimes at the rate of several _ 
ounces a day. The bowel-movements are 
scanty, infrequent and contain mucus. -; 
The doctor can usually feel a hard lump 
within ths abdomen and his practiced eye 
can see the movements of the stomach - 
through the aodominal wall- 


While we are not sure of the exact^* 


cause of pylonc stenosis, most doctors — 
agree that spasm of the muscle ring, -*" 
which makes the opening between the 
stomacn and bowel, is a major cause.—• 
Usually, there iS also a gradual over- 
growth of this musc'e- 


The vomiting generally starts between 


the second and tenth weeks of life and 
graauaiiy gets worse until the baby vom- 
its every feeding Of course, this vomit- • 
ing interferes with the baoy s nutrition i 
and is followed by a severe loss cf weight. 


There is another disorder known as 


pyiorospasm which may be confusea with 
pylonc stenosis 
In pyiorospasm, the 


symptoms are much milder. The baby 
vomits, but not often, and there is no 
loss of weight. However, the weight gam 
is not as much as should oceur normally. 


An X-ra> examination is helpful in 


making a diagnosis of pyloric stenosis. 
If it is found that the baby is suffering _. 
from this condition, it 15 advisable that - 
treatment be earned out rn a hosmtaL 


Some of these babies may get along 


satisfactorily with meo.cal 
treatment 


which consists of thick feedings of cereals, 
plenty of fluids (if necessary, by injec- 
tion under the skin or into a vein), and 
the giving of what is known as aritispas- 
modic drugs, such as atropme, which re- 
laxes the muscles 


If the baby fails to respond to this 


treatment withon-two or three days, or if 
the baby is m poor condition as a result 
of vomiting for more than a week, an 
immediate operation may be necessary 


Before the operation Is carried out the 


baby must be given plenty of fluids and 
often an injection of whole blood into a 
vein 
,_ 


It Is important that this condition be _ 


diagnosed early, before the baby gets into " 
a weakened condition vhich makes an 
operation more hazardous.

birth, but we do not marvel at its necessity- All who live 
in this world muat be born into it.

We can not undaratand the myatary of th« natural 


birth, but we do not marvel at ita necessity- All who live 
im thia world muat be born into it. 
All who liv« in the 


spiritual -world muat be born into it. 


What a ainner need* ia to ba born aa;ain. And to b« 


born again the sinner muat have a Saviour. And there ia 
no Saviottr but Jesus. "None other name given fender 
heaven among men whereby we muat be staved." 


Nicodemua had religioua knowledge but no spiritual 


understanding. Nicodemua had been born by natural birth, 
but needed spiritual birth. Ha could underatand earthly 
things, but he could not comprehend heavenly thing*. No 
man can live God-warda until he ia born again. 


The natural man ia utterly devoid of spiritual life 


"dead in trespasses and ains." That the ainner ia apmt. 
vally lifeleaa 
a spiritual corpse that needs bringing to 


life 
ia a solemn reality. Hence, the neceasity for re- 


generation. Hence, the wisdom of the words of Jeaua, 
"That which, ia born of the fleah is fleah; and that -which 
ia bora of the Spirit ia apirit."
